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Non-Citizen Borrower Eligibility 





We have a longstanding policy on eligibility for non-U.S. citizen borrowers. Fannie Mae purchases and securitizes 
mortgages to non-citizens who are lawful permanent or non-permanent residents of the United States under the 


same terms available to U.S. citizens. 


Eligibility Guidelines

« Documentation of income continuity is not required for most 
employment-related income types (e.g., base, bonus, overtime, 
commission). 

e If a borrower is reliant on income for which documentation of continuity is required, the mere fact that 
a borrower has current, verified status does not impact the continuity of income analysis. For example, 
if a borrower can provide documentation of 3-year income continuity when required, the fact that their 
status is renewed only every 2 years is not a factor — the borrower is legally present and has met the 
continuity of income requirements. 





ð Lenders retain discretion as individual borrower situations differ. 





= Lenders can continue to decide what type of documentation is appropriate and what can be retained as 
part of the loan file to show that a borrower is legally present. 








As with all Fannie Mae policies, subsequent changes to the law and its application may cause us to re- 
evaluate our policy on this matter prospectively.
